The meahing of this is that loans’ 
under Tls, 10 pay 8 per cent. a month, or 
36 per cent. a year, Loans under Tis, 60 
pay 2 per cent, a month, or 24 per cént. a 
year. ‘Loans over Tis, 50 pay only 14 per 
cent, a month, or 18. per cent. a year, and 
are subject to no deduction of interest dur- 
ing the winter months, The above calcula- 
tion of annual ‘interest is made to suit 
European notions, As an intercalary 
month occurs after each two years of 12 
months, and each third year consists there- 
fore of 13 months, it ia not possible for 
Chinose-to-count their_interest—upontoan' 

otherwise than by the month.
